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Claim Rejections -35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 1-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

The limitation "at least 0.1% by weight of Li 2 0" is not considered to be supported 
by the disclosure. Applicants in the remarks are relying upon paragraph [19], 
specifically the phrase "Moreover, to obtain a so-called mixed alkali effect, which helps 
reduce alkali elution, it is preferable that the lower limit of the content of each alkali 
metal oxide be 0.1 %" This requires each of the alkali metal oxides be present in an 
amount of 0.1 wt% not just LJ2O. Clearly this limitation requires the mixed alkali effect, 
which requires the presence of more than just one alkali metal. 

3. Removal of the limitation including the new matter may result in one or more 
rejections to be reinstated. The finality of the office will be maintained because the 
rejections were withdrawn in view of the limitation. 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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5. Claims 1-31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claims 1 and 3 set forth at least .1wt% U2O however allow the R2O total to be 
zero. A claim may set forth only one range for a constituent therefor the claim is 
considered indefinite. 

6. Claims 1-31 are provisionally rejected on the ground of nonstatutory 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-20 of 
copending Application No. 10/460908. Although the conflicting claims are not identical, 
they are not patentably distinct from each other because for reasons of record. 

This is a provisional obviousness-type double patenting rejection because the 
conflicting claims have not in fact been patented. 

7. The double patenting rejection was not argued therefor it is maintained. 

8. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL. See MPEP
